BUS passengers will benefit 
from a £500,000 investment 
in a fleet of new buses for 
routes in Sandwell and 
Dudley 

Central Buses have 
bought four new Enviro200 
single deck buses, which will 
be used on two routes. 

The move is part of a con¬ 
tinuing investment pro¬ 
gramme which will expand 
the company’s services in 
the region. 

The new buses will 
operate on the 74A route 
between Dudley and Greets 
Green, and the 459 between 
Oldbury, Great Bridge and 
Stone Cross. 

The buses have eight 
CCTV cameras and are more 
fuel efficient. 

The vehicles have also 
been installed with a GPS 
tracking system to allow 
Central Buses to take action 
if there are delays. 

Birmingham-based 
Central Buses operates a 
fleet of 19 vehicles on school 
and local routes. 

Geoff Cross, managing 
director said: “This shows 
our continued commitment 
to the evolution of quality, 
attractive bus services.” 

He added it was hoped to 
entice existing customers to 
travel more often, and 
encourage those who had 
not tried bus travel for a 
while to save money and 
leave the car at home.

THE BOSS of a social club close to 
where a teenager was stabbed to 
death says she has been forced to 
consider knocking it down because of 
strict conditions imposed by police. 

Officers have demanded security be beefed up at Smeth¬ 
wick Old Guard and Comrades Club after 16-year-old Ben 
Morutare was fatally stabbed just a stone’s throw away 


from the venue. 

They want two doormen 
at the club for the first 100 
people at any function after 
7pm, and one more for every 
50 people after that. 

But owner Bal Sangha 
says people will not use the 
venue if she has to increase 
prices to cover the extra cost 
of the door staff. 

She says she could make 
more money knocking the 
building down to make way 
for flats. 

“Registered doormen cost 
£16 per hour and people are 
not going to pay it,” she said. 
“I will lose money so I don’t 
have much choice. 

“The conditions will force 
me to close.” 

Disturbance 

Officers were also going to 
ask long-term licensee Joyce 
Swann to step down, but the 
70-year-old said she would 
be leaving voluntarily. 

Smethwick Old Guard 
and Comrades Club, in 
Oldbury Road, has closed 
indefinitely after Ben, from 
Coalpool, Walsall was 
stabbed on a grass area 200 
yards away in the early 
hours of Saturday. 

Police were called to the

pub 45 minutes before the 
death, following a distur¬ 
bance. Police licensing 
officer Pc Jim Potts said he 
had concerns licensing 
objectives were not being 
met. 

Mrs Swann recalled two 
recent crimes at the venue - 
an attempted robbery about 
seven weeks ago, and a fight 
involving six people in the 
car park last summer. 

She said she was leaving 
out of respect to Ben’s 
family. 

“We feel that, because of 
what has happened, we 
cannot carry on,” she said. 
“It’s time for us to retire.”

An elderly woman who 
died after being hit by a van 
has also been named.

Greased 
gullies 
halt the 
stealing 

GULLY covers in Great Barr 
are being sprayed with a 
special grease to stop metal 
theft. 

The RedWeb leaves an 
indelible mark, visible under 
ultraviolet light, which 
allows it to be easily identi¬ 
fied. 

John Sunderland, busi¬ 
ness director at Birmingham 
City Council’s maintenance 
partner Amey, said theft of 
gully covers had been a 
problem in Great Barr but 
said reports had plummeted 
since they started using the 
substance in March. 

“We are thrilled that we 
have had such an instant 
result with the new product 
that we are using to deter 
thieves, and this is just the 
beginning,” he said.

Football club aims for £50k ground revamp

BOSSES at a football club will undertake 
a £50,000 revamp of its ground to encour¬ 
age more people in the community to get 
involved in sport.

The first phase will see it turn one side 
of the Oldbury ground into an floodlit 
artificial pitch for five-a-side football 
games and other sports including netball, 
basketball, hockey and archery.

If given the go-ahead, club bosses not 
only hope this will enable them to set up 
their own academy-style scheme for 
youngsters at the club, but also give 
people in the community the opportunity 
to try out new sports. 

Bosses also have plans to develop a 
terrace area, to improve the facilities for 
spectators. 

Currently there is just a grass bank for 


people to stand on to watch games. 

The third phase will see the temporary 
building which is used for club meetings 
and team talks replaced with a perma¬ 
nent structure. 

The club, which has a first team and an 
under-18s side, will need to apply for 
further grant funding for the second two 
phases. 

Committee member and club 
spokesman Ian Peters said: “We are con- 
cious we want to remain solvent and have 
decided to diversify, to gain extra 
income. ” 



Brothers who smuggled 
£250k of heroin are jailed 


TWO Smethwick brothers have been jailed 
after heroin worth a quarter of a million 
pounds was smuggled into the country. 

Mohammed Javaid and Mohammed Nadeem tricked a 
mother, 60, into accepting delivery of the drugs, which were 
hidden inside weightlifting belts. 

The brothers told the woman the packages were gifts for 
their own mother but the six belts contained 2.7 kilos of 
heroin worth £250,000.

At Birmingham Crown 
Court Javaid, aged 44, and 
Nadeem, 29, of Shenstone 
Road, were jailed for 12 
years and six years and four 
months respectively. 

The court heard the pair 
were rumbled last June by 
the Serious Organised 
Crime Agency (SOCA) who 
collected phone data. 

Mr Robert Davies, prose¬ 
cuting, said the victim was 
the vulnerable 60-year-old 
mother of Javaid’s ex¬ 
partner. 

Four weight lifting belts 
arrived in April 2011. 

A second batch of six belts 
was sent from Pakistan to 
Heathrow Airport in June 
2011, but were intercepted 
by the UK Border Force. 

Offence 

Javaid was found guilty 
after a trial in February to 
importing heroin. Nadeem 
pleaded guilty to the same 
thing as well as a second 
cannabis charge. 

As well as the sentences 
for importing Class A drugs, 
Nadeem also received a con¬ 
secutive three-year prison 
sentence for the cannabis 
offence. 

Sarah Goodall, regional 
head of investigations for 
SOCA, said the behaviour of 
the brothers was “despica¬ 
ble”. 

“They preyed on a vulner¬ 
able elderly woman and 
duped her into receiving 
packages of heroin,” she 
said.

Action on 
vandal-hit 
drinking 
fountain 

AN Edwardian drinking foun¬ 
tain in Smethwick which was 
restored just three years ago, 
has to have its roof replaced 
after being targeted by vandals. 

Warley Woods Community 
Trust restored the fountain at a 
cost of £74,000 in July 2009, but 
almost immediately its roof 
which was authentically retiled, 
became a target for vandals. 
After failing to deter the 
vandals, the trust has decided to 
replace the tiles with shingles. 

Tthe 105-year-old fountain 
became an iconic image for the 
park and the trust used its image 
on Christmas cards, coasters 
and jigsaws. 

Trust manager Viv Cole said: 
“We had hoped that after the 
fountain had settled in, the 
vandals would stop, but unfortu¬ 
nately this didn’t happen. 

“The trustees have now 
looked again at alternatives to 
keep this beautiful structure 
looking good.” 

It will cost the trust £2,940, to 
replace the tiles with shingles 
that cannot be broken or torn 
off. They have secured £750 in a 
grant funding and £730 from 
members, but they need to raise 
another £1,460. 

Ms Cole said: “It is a great 
shame.”

In granting approval for the 
scheme, Sandwell Council planning 
officer Mr Anjan Dey, said in a 
report: “The proposed use would be 
a suitable use for a centre location. It 
would add to the evening economy of 
Carters Green and West Bromwich 
town centre, bringing a vacant part 


of the building back into use.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, cabinet 
member for jobs and economy, wel¬ 
comed the jobs boost for the town 
centre. 

He said: “It is good news for West 
Bromwich. 

Plans have also been submitted 
for a new eatery at the former New 
Talbot pub on Hagley Road in 
Smethwick.

£80k bill 
for outside 
help comes 
under fire 

THE £80,000 cost of consult¬ 
ants to help Sandwell 
Council chiefs streamline 
operations has come under¬ 
fire from an opposition 
member. 

Councillor Tony Ward, 
leader of the Sandwell Tra¬ 
ditional Independent Party, 
criticised spending on 
outside help. 

The council is paying 
Ettie Associates for advice 
on how best to use office 
buildings to save cash. 

Councillor Ward said he 
was against the use of con¬ 
sultants to that extent. 

He added: “I am certain 
we must have people with 
the skills to do this exercise 
within the council already.” 

Authority chiefs need to 
claw back £75 million 
savings before 2015. 

Bosses have defended the 
outlay on expertise from 
outside the council, saying 
their office accommodation 
plan will eventually lead to 
savings of £2 million. 

Before taking on Ettie 
Associates, chiefs had com¬ 
pleted the first stage of their 
office accommodation strat¬ 
egy. 

Staff at four sites in West 
Bromwich were relocated to 
save on rent and rates. 


Major changes are being rec¬ 
ommended with greater 
powers for councils to curb 
charity collectors. 

Shoppers in the region 
have complained they are 
being forced to “run the 
gauntlet” through town and 
city centres, which are 
already seeing a fall in trade 
with the recession and the 
rise of online shopping. 

In Wolverhampton 

fundraisers are only allowed 
to collect in two Wolver¬ 
hampton city centre streets 
on three days a week. 

Meanwhile, in Dudley 
they face a crackdown on 
when and where they can 
work to stop them pestering 
shoppers. 

Dudley Council ruled last 
year that they should carry a 
licence but they insist the 
law does not apply to them 
as they do not collect cash. 

Licence 

The Public Fundraising 
Regulatory Authority has 
now offered to hold talks 
with Dudley Council to 
reach a voluntary agree¬ 
ment similar to that in 
Wolverhampton. 

Sandwell’s neighbour¬ 
hoods boss Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “While we don’t 
wish to stop people and 
organisations from collect¬ 
ing for charity there are 
times when it gets excessive. 

“As a result we are 
working on a policy to regu¬ 
late this sort of activity.” 

Conservative peer Lord 
Hodgson, who compiled the 
report which was published 
earlier this month, said high 
streets were “becoming suf¬ 
focated with chuggers”.

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Family's

GRIEVING family members 
have spoken of their shock 
after they arrived at a ceme¬ 
tery to discover a loved one’s 
grave had been covered in 
soil. 

Susan Pearson visited the 
memorial of her grandfa¬ 
ther-in-law Harold Pearson 
at Tipton Cemetery and 
found staff had dug out a 
neighbouring plot in prepa¬ 
ration for a new burial. 

“We were quite upset,” 
said Mrs Pearson, aged 54, of 
Moat Road, Tipton. 

“It’s really distressing to 
see you can’t put your 
flowers on the grave. 

“The soil was about a foot 
high.” 

Mrs Pearson said they 
spoke to a worker at the 
cemetery who told them it 
was common practice to put 
soil from one plot on another 
grave prior to a new burial. 

But she said this was no 
consolation to the family, 
which only recently paid 
several hundred pounds to 
have the grave reset. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services, 
said it was a sensitive issue 
but said there was nothing 
the council could do to stop it 
happening again. 

“The difficulty is that 
there is so much soil that 
needs to be taken out,” he 
said.

POLICE want to question these three men 
over a vicious attack on a football fan in 
Tipton. The victim, who suffers with a heart 
condition, was left with multiple broken 
bones after he was set upon by three yobs. 

In what officers describe as a sickening 
attack, the 52-year-old was targeted as he 
watched the England versus Italy match at 
the Gospel Oak Pub, Bilston Road. 

The three men, who were captured by 
CCTV continued their attack as the man lay 
on the floor, leaving him with a dislocated 
ankle and multiple fractures to his lower 
leg. He also suffered bruising to his head and 


body. The man is now using crutches and 
needs extensive physiotherapy. Police said 
despite extensive inquiries they had been 
unable to identify the men but were deter¬ 
mined to track them down. 

And a month on they are launching a 
fresh appeal for information on the attack, 
which took place on Sunday, June 24. 

Detective Constable Gemma Lucas, from 
West Midlands Force CID, is urging people 
who know the identity of the attackers to 
come forward. She said: “This was a fero¬ 
cious assault which left the victim with mul¬ 
tiple injuries.”

SANDWELL Council’s 
neighbourhoods boss has 
insisted the borough is a safe 
place to live - despite figures 
showing more than 1,000 
violent crimes have already 
taken place this year.

“We can’t invest in any 
more in that because of the 
severe cuts we are facing 
from national government.” 

Statistics from 

www.police.uk show there 
were 1,208 recorded violent 
crimes between January and 
May. Of these, 327 happened 
in the West Bromwich area, 
and 357 in Oldbury and 
Rowley Regis. 

Police in West Bromwich 
have set up a special team to 
patrol the town centre and 
officers are planning to visit 
pubs so they can learn the 
names of regular trouble¬ 
makers.

Polite act to 
crack down 
on thefts 
of jewellery 


POLICE will be stepping up patrols on the 
streets of Smethwick in a crackdown on 
street robberies in the area.

Det Insp Dale Randle 
from Sandwell CID said: 
“We have seen significant 
reductions in robbery, so the 
chances of becoming a 
victim of this crime are rela¬ 
tively rare. 

“We are keen to keep 
robbery down and are tar¬ 
geting theft of Asian gold as 
last year we saw an increase 
in the number of jewellery 
robberies. 

“As the weather improves 
and people are wearing less 
layers of clothing, jewellery 
becomes more visible, we 
ask you to consider what you 
are wearing and how you can 
keep your jewellery safe.”

A FITNESS guru is hanging up 
his trainers and dumbbells 
after running classes for 38 
years. 

The Charlemont Men’s Keep Fit 
Class , West Bromwich, was set up in 
1947 to help train the Charlemont foot¬ 
ball team, but since then hundreds of 
young men have passed through the 
doors aiming to get fit.

Mr Whitehouse, who has lived in the 
same house on Florence Grove all his 
life, joined the club in 1961 shortly 
after completing national service in the 
Royal Army Pay Corps in Canterbury.

It was while there he trained as a 
physical training instructor, and 
worked with the football team there. 

The former MCG Closures worker, 
who has completed 13 marathons, took 
over the club in 1974. 

The class, which meets at Pennyhill 
Primary School, West Bromwich, is 
focused around circuit training includ¬ 
ing sit-ups, press-ups and squats. Its 
members include 84-year-old Ken 
Parkes, of Stone Cross, who used to 
play for the Charlemont AFC team. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “I like to keep 
it disciplined. But I would never ask 
anyone to do what I couldn’t. I hope the 
gym will carry on as I feel it is unique 
in this age of multi-fitness gyms.”

In 
January 1840 he was given a 
two-year contract to run the 
new system and introduced 
the penny post.

Grammar rules of Black Country dialect 


THERE is a difference between 
grammar and pronunciation 
Grammar is a description of the way in 
which language works. Correct 
grammar correctly describes how fea¬ 
tures of language operate. Much of the 
grammar my age group learned at 
school was grotesquely incorrect, being 
an inaccurate application to English of 
a description of classical Latin. 

It is possible to construct a grammar 
of Black Country dialect. 

For example, its famously unique 
feature of constructing the negative 
without including “not” or “-n’t”, could 
be described along these lines: “The 


negative of verbs is formed by modify¬ 
ing the vowel of the modal or auxiliary 
verb, eg Mary gid John an apple (Mary 
gave John an apple) - Mary day give 
John an apple (Mary didn’t give John 
an apple)” 

The correct pronunciation of Black 
Country dialect is that employed by its 
native speakers. Ed Miliband and 
David Cameron would look like 
plonkers if they were in Dudley speak¬ 
ing the dialect with Received Pronunci¬ 
ation. 

For Standard English, the idea of 
“correct” pronunciation is more 
complex. I’m bilingual in Black 


Country and standard English. Would 
my pronunciation of the latter pass as 
correct? My accent is mostly received 
pronunciation, but with some Midland 
features. 

Does Prince William speak correctly? 
His pronunciation is less posh than his 
gran’s, for example, calling Bucking¬ 
ham Palace her “hice”. 

I’m unlikely to be around when 
William determines what is the King’s 
English, but it is likely to have under¬ 
gone further change.

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Training to help council 
bosses cope with cuts 


TOP bosses at Sandwell 
council will be given extra 
training sessions to cope 
with spending cuts of £75 
million, as they oversee 
hundreds of redundancies 
and sweeping change. 

A total of 75 managers across 
Sandwell Council, the borough’s 
Primary Care Trust and Transform 
Sandwell - a partnership between 
BT and the council - will receive the 


taxpayer-funded sessions. 

The council’s chief executive says 
that as management numbers have 
been halved, staff have wider roles 
amid wholesale changes. 

Bosses have not revealed the cost 
of the sessions. 

Councillor Tony Ward, leader of 
the Sandwell Traditional Independ¬ 
ent Party, branded the extra expense 
as ridiculous, but chief executive 
Jan Britton defended the move. 

Mr Britton said: “All councils are 
undergoing massive changes with 


budget cuts and often hundreds of 
less staff. 

“As a result, councils are having to 
adapt and find ways of producing 
more with less. 

“This means that managers are 
often taking on bigger roles and 
need to adapt to the changes and, in 
some cases, learn new skills. 

“The cost of this training is being 
shared by Sandwell Council, PCT 
and Transform Sandwell.” 

The authority’s senior manage¬ 
ment has already been cut by half 


since November 2010 which has 
saved around £2.3 million a year, 
without the axe falling on frontline 
services. 

Mr Britton added: “In the council 
there were around 130 service man¬ 
agers two years ago - now there are 
fewer than 70. 

“But the managers that are left 
have bigger jobs and wider roles that 
require new skills to cover the same 
amount of work as almost twice as 
many people did before.”

Noteworthy success 
of a smash-hit team 


I n 1984, after meeting Mike Stock 
and Matt Aitken, train-loving DJ, 
songwriter and music producer 
Pete Waterman thought they would 
help make a winning team. To say he 
was on the money is something of an 
understatement. New documentary 
The Hit Factory: The Stock Aitken 
and Waterman Story (Monday, 

ITVI, 9pm) looks back on Britain’s 
most successful pop producers, with 
the aid of their greatest hits. 

One of their greatest successes 
was Kylie Minogue, the Neighbours 
star who proved she was more than 
just a pretty face. I Should Be So 
Lucky launched her music career 
and kick-started a wave of Aussie 
soap stars trying their hands at 
chart stardom. Dead or Alive 
enjoyed lucrative success, thanks to 
SAW’s dance-floor filler You Spin Me 
Round, while established celebs 
such as Sinitta, Cliff Richard and the 
late Donna Summer also benefitted 
from the Midas touch of Mike, Matt 
and Pete. The trio went on to score 
more than 100 top 40 hits, and one 
of their biggest successes was with 
a man who witnessed their rise to 
fame, RickAstley. 


“I met Pete Waterman very early 
on when I was about 19, and I 
watched their company, Stock, 
Aitken and Waterman and 
everything go from just kind of 
hanging on by the skin of their 
teeth to becoming the biggest 
producers in Europe really,” 
explains Rick. ‘And that’s around the 
time when they were just starting to 
crack it, they were just beginning to 
have hit records, that’s when I 
signed to them. I had no clue who 
they were.” 

Thanks to his hit single Never 
Gonna Give You Up, Rick 
was transformed from jobbing 
musician to overnight superstar. 
Aside from landing the number 
one slot 25 years ago (where it 
stayed for five weeks, and 
became the best selling UK single 
of 1987), it also topped the charts 
in 25 countries, including the 
United States. The video, helmed 
by The Expendables 2’s Simon 
West, was broadcast all over the 
world, but more recently the song 
received a new lease of life thanks 
to the Internet phenomena of 
‘Rickrolling! 


Five years ago some wag thought 
it would be a good idea to post 
misleading Internet links which 
would re-direct viewers to Astley’s 
classic tune. 

They say there’s no such thing as 
bad publicity, and in an age when 
the world started warming to 
instantly downloadable music, it 
wasn’t long before one of Stock 
Aitken and Waterman’s most famous 
tracks had achieved a new lease of 
life. 

In 2012 the trio may be 
comfortably well off, but in the early 
days Rick wondered whether the 
company would survive. “I’m not 
saying they were talking about how 
they were going to pay the studio 
rent, but it felt like that at times,” he 
laughs. “They were building 
something, and then a year-and-a- 
half later they’d got five records in 
the top 40 all the time.” The rest, as 
they say, is pop history. 

Aside from contributions from Pete 
Waterman, this show, narrated by 
Suranne Jones, also features Simon 
Cowell, Sinitta, Jason Donovan, 

Pete Burns, Sonia, Lamont Dozier, 
Kim Appleby and Steps.

were developed by Ford engineers using feedback 
from customers about what they need from a one- 
tonne vehicle. 

“This may be a more stylish Transit, but it’s a more 
functional Transit, too,” said Barry Gale, commercial 
vehicles chief engineer, Ford of Europe. 

“The additional features we have built into the 
loadspace make everyday functions more convenient 
- so it’s easier for customers to do their job.” 

During the development process, Ford designers 
and engineers gave priority to combining the largest 
possible load box within the Transit Custom’s 
dynamic and streamlined appearance. 

Practical 

Particular attention was given to the detailed design 
of the bulkhead and bodysides to increase the size and 
practicality of the load space. 

This rigorous approach has ensured that the Transit 
Custom offers best-in-class load volume. 

The SWB model is the only vehicle in its class capable 
of transporting three Euro pallets with a one-metre high 
load, which is not possible in the current SWB Transit. 

The load-carrying capability of the new vehicle has 
been further improved by features which appear for the 
first time on the Transit Custom. 

The Ford innovation team spent time with customers 
in their vehicles and listened to their input, then devel¬ 
oped product ideas to meet their needs.

By moving multiple DIN and 
ISO-compliant tie-downs on to the side wall, the floor is 
left clear of intrusions or recesses that can reduce the 
load area or make cleaning the floor harder. 

• An easily cleaned floor liner offers enhanced dura¬ 
bility and simple cleaning. Similar to the load-bed liner 
in a pickup truck, the sealed load liner is constructed of 
immensely strong material, and tailored to the shape of 
the floor, extending up to a height of 80mm around the 
sides of the load area. Not only is the liner easy to mop 
or sponge clean, it protects the steel floor from damage 
during loading and unloading. 

• Ultra-bright LED lighting gives brighter lighting in 
the load box, such as when using the cargo area as a work 
space, with high output from four high-performance 
LED units. 

Punishing test regime 

From rigorous computer-based simulations, through 
Ford’s stringent commercial vehicle test regimes on test 
rigs and proving grounds, to trials with customer fleets, 
Ford’s all-new Transit Custom has been pushed to the 
limit in testing. 

Before the vehicle goes on sale, test vans will have 
been driven the equivalent of three million miles, includ¬ 
ing at least 250,000 miles with Transit customers. 

“The Transit Custom may look stylish and car-like, 
but that doesn’t mean that we’ve given it an easier time 
during development and testing,” said Kevin Strutt, 
supervisor of commercial vehicle durability, Ford of 
Europe. 

“The Transit has a hard-earned reputation for bullet¬ 
proof reliability, and we’re confident the new model will 
follow in the same tradition.”

Boxing Hall of Fame is coming to Brum 


BRITAIN’S Boxing Hall of Fame is set to 
come to Birmingham next year in a plan 
which could leave a legacy for the sport in 
the Second City. 

The BBHoF have vowed to have a 
museum up and running by the time they 
stage a week-long boxing festival in Birm¬ 
ingham next August. 

Co-founders Ken Purchase and Marcus 
Anderson both have West Midlands links. 

Purchase, 58, is formerly of Fordhouses, 
Wolverhampton and now lives in Telford 
while business partner Anderson, 42, is 
Smethwick-born. 

The two have the next 12 months planned 
out for the BBHoF’s maiden voyage into 
Birmingham, starting with a museum that 
will stay in the city.

They are currently seeking a site but 
memorabilia shouldn’t be a problem, 
through the 25 ambassadors that are 
putting their name to the BBHoF. 

The likes of John H Stracey, Jane Couch 
MBE, Richie Woodhall, David Price, 
Matthew Hatton, Scott Quigg and Anthony 
Crolla are all on the list. 

Anderson said: “It’s all about boxing, we 
are looking to bring the sport back home and 
we have worked on this for a while. 

“We have never had a Boxing Hall of Fame 
in Birmingham, people have played at it but 
it’s never been done properly. 

“We are looking for premises or land in 
Birmingham City Centre where we can 


erect a purpose-built museum. 

“We have got a lot of memorabilia already 
and people are still giving us stuff, so by next 
summer we should be ready. 

“It would be nice to have the museum 
open during the festival week and it will be 
staying in Birmingham. 

“There will also be a grass roots founda¬ 
tion under our banner, which will be raising 
money for amateur boxing. 

“We want people to know that Birming¬ 
ham is the home of the British Boxing Hall 
of Fame.” 

The festival of boxing will take place in 
the last week of August, 2013, at the Inter¬ 
national Convention Centre. 

It will run day and night from Monday 
onwards with exhibitions at the ICC before 


the evening events begin. Two awards 
dinners will take place, firstly a ceremony to 
honour active fighters on the Thursday. 

Saturday’s offering will see the formal 
induction of boxing figures into the Hall of 
Fame for the ‘Class of 2012.’ 

The most ambitious attraction is Friday’s 
‘Fight Night,’ a fully professional show with 
a title fight at the top of the bill. 

Anderson has opened negotiations for a 
British, European or even world title fight 
to serve as the main event. 

He said: “The Hattons are pitching for 
that but we will be opening it up to Frank 
Warren, Frank Maloney and Eddie Hearn. 

“It’s a pro show and we want either a big 
title fight. If we could get a world title fight, 
we would be over the moon.”

COOL KRISTIAN IS 
A HISTORY MAKER 


HALESOWEN gymnast Kristian Thomas has spoken of his joy after 
making history at the London 2012 Olympics. 

The star, who trains at Earl’s Gym in the town, inspired Team GB’s men squad to claim 
bronze in a day of drama at the North Greenwich Arena. It is the first time in 100 years 
that the men’s team have taken an Olympic medal - since Stockholm in 1912 - and they 
almost ended up with silver. 

Japan won their appeal against Kohei Uchimura’s pommel horse score to take silver 
after Team GB initially sat second following the six events with 271.711 points.

And after the late-night 
drama Thomas, who scored 
a brilliant 16.500 on the 
vault, admitted he was in 
dreamland. 

“I keep looking down at 
the medal and I’m amazed. 
I’m lost for words,” said the 
23-year-old afterwards. 
“We’ve won a medal but it 
still hasn’t sunk in. 

“I’m hoping once the next 
week is out of the way we can 
relax, take a moment and 
realise we’ve achieved one of 
the greatest things in the 
history of our sport. 

Special 

“I’m completely over¬ 
whelmed by the experience. 
Hopefully in a month I can 
sit back and take everything 
in and think I really have 
done something special. 

“It’s been 18 years of hard 
work, blood, sweat and tears 
- the graft in the gym, the 
early mornings and the 
before school training. We 
really have given it every¬ 
thing in the last few years. 

“Even after I finished the 
floor (the final event) I 
wasn’t 100 per cent con¬ 
vinced we had won a medal. 

“Until my score came up I 
couldn’t think ‘right, we 
have actually done it’.” 

Sam Oldham’s fall on the 
high bar put Team GB’s 
medal hopes in jeopardy but 
Thomas’s 15.200 on the 
same apparatus and 15.433 
in his floor routine sealed 


the bronze. He added: “I 
remember looking up and 
not even taking Sam’s fall 
in. I stuck it to the back of 
my head and didn’t even 
worry about it. When I was 
chalking up for bars I just 
thought, ‘right this is just 
like any other situation in 
the gym, it’s not as big an 
occasion as you think’. 

“I just tried to play the 
whole situation down and 
that helped,” said Thomas, 
who also competes in the 
individual events. 

Thomas, a former pupil of 
St Edmund’s Catholic 
School in Wolverhampton, 
added: “We said before the 
start of the competition we 
needed to go out there, relax 
and enjoy it. I don’t know if 
we did enjoy it - there seem¬ 
ed to be more and more pres¬ 
sure - but the ending was 
fantastic.” 

His mother Catherine 
said: “It’s absolutely 

amazing. Who’d have 
thought it four years ago, 
GB getting a men’s medal in 
the Olympics? 

“They have come so far in 
such a short time. ” 

Meanwhile, Jess 

Varnish insists she is fully 
focused on going for gold 
despite letting her mind 
wander to going on holiday 


and acting ‘normal’ after 
London 2012. 

The 21-year-old from 
Halesowen partners Victo¬ 
ria Pendleton in the team 
sprint today. 

And, while allowing 
thoughts of a break from the 
hard graft of training to 
enter her mind, Varnish 
admits it is the memory of 
watching Pendleton at 
Beijing 2008 that is looming 
largest. 

“It has been my dream 
since I was at school watch¬ 
ing the Beijing Olympics 
four years ago so to be here 
now with Victoria Pendleton 
in the team sprint is incredi¬ 
ble,” said Varnish. 

“But I am looking forward 
to going on holiday with my 
sister and friends.” 

Water polo player Alex 
Parsonage, from Dudley, 
made his Olympic debut for 
Team GB in their 13-4 loss to 
Romania. 

Parsonage, who plays for 
SV Bayer Uerdingen 08, will 
seldom have experienced 
anything like the noise gen¬ 
erated by supporters at 
Stratford. The 5,000-strong 
crowd lifted their side to a 
strong finish despite the 
defeat. 

Britain then lost 21-7 to 
Serbia.
